MINISTRY OF ROAD TRANSPORT AND HIGHWAYS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 6th June, 2011 


S.0.1351(E).— Whereas in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of 
Section 58 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988, the Central Government vide Gazette 
notifications No. S.O. 263 (E) dated 22P<^ January, 2009 and No. S.O. 2517 (E) 
dated 1-10-09 had allowed relaxation/exemption in per axle load, GVW and 
dimension in respect of six hydraulic suspension trailers of M/s P.B.L Transport 
Corporation Pvt. Ltd., Gurgaon. 

And whereas a request dated 23-2-10 was received from Government of Orissa 
for black listing the Company due to non compliance of various conditions 
contained in the aforesaid notifications while plying their vehicles in the State of 
Orissa. 
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And the Company's explanations were sought by this Ministry vide letter dated 
25-3-10. 


And the Company submitted their explanation vide their letter dated 13-4-10. 

And the comments of Govt, of Orissa were sought on 10-6-10 on the explanation 
given by the Company. 

And Govt, of Orissa submitted their comments on 12-8-10. After considering the 
comments of the State Government it was decided by the Government of India 
to withdraw the exemption granted to the Company in the aforesaid 
notifications dated 22-1-09 and 1-10-09. The said exemptions were withdrawn 
vide Notification No. S.0.2662 (E) dated 28-10-10 and the registering authority 
i.e. Govt, of Haryana was requested on 10-11-10 to make necessary entries in 
their record about withdrawal of exemption. A copy of this communications 
was also sent to Govt, of Orissa and the vehicle owner. 

And the Company vide its representation dated 18-2-2011 submitted the 
following points:- 

(i) Necessary permission was granted by Govt, of Orissa after a period of 
seventeen days. 

(ii) The permitted route was not used as some civil work was required to 
be carried out by them and due to pressure from their customer a 
small diversion was taken as the long combination of vehicles was 
causing inconvenience to the flow of vehicular traffic on the highway. 
This diversion facilitated the safe delivery of the valuable equipments 
to the consignee in the State of Orissa. 

(iii) Govt, of Orissa treated this mistake as overloading and charged the 
penalty of Rs.1.77 lakhs from the company. 

(iv) Instead of charging penalty for violation of route, they imposed the 
penalty for overloading which is totally unwarranted. 

And before considering the above representation a copy of the same was sent to 
State Govt, on 7-3-2011. However, no reply has been received from the State 
Government. 

And the Company in another communication dated 2-6-2011 has requested 
Govt, of India to restore their exemption on the following grounds:- 

(i) Their business in respect of these axles has come to a halt. 

(ii) These axles were generating the livelihood of more than 100 people. 

(iii) Huge amount invested on these axles has gone waste. 
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(iv) They are being penalized heavily by the Companies as this has 
seriously affected their contractual obligations to important projects 
across India. 

And in the absence of any reply from Govt, of Orissa the Company's request for 
restoration of the exemptions, has been considered by Govt, of India and it has 
been noticed that:- 

(i) Delay of seventeen days in grant of necessary permission by 
Government of Orissa should have been avoided specifically when the 
transportation was required for early completion of an infrastructure 
project in the State of Orissa, 

(ii) The vehicles were having exemption from Government of India 
regarding higher per axle load and GVW. As such the issue of challan 
for overloading appears to be un-fair. 

(iii) After collecting the challan amount the State Government 
recommendations for blacklisting the Company is also not justifiable. 

(iv) The cancellation of exemption has affected the livelihood of 100 
persons and the company has made the huge investment to facilitate 
the transportation of infrastructure projects in the country. 

And considering the above points it has been decided by Government of India to 
cancel the Notification No. S.O. 2662 (E) dated 28-10-2010 and to restore the 
exemptions granted by Govt, of India for higher per axle load/GVW and excess 
width of the trailers vide Notifications No. S.O. 263 (E) dated 22-1-2009 and No. 
S.O. 2517 dated 1-10-2009.
